«1 am a civil sorvice ra- 
former,' Mr. Edgerton woald say, and 
to that ha would add the assertion that 
he had been a civil service reformer and 
an oppcmant of Iht spoils igratew long 
before Qaor^ WiUiam Cofiia waa kaard 
in that connection, and his declaration 
would almost invariable be rounded out 
by » repetition of that celebrated phrase, 
'I am a democrat.' 


<It had been expected that Mr. Edger- 
ton would be asked to resign the first 
time the president and he met after the 
November electicm and the publication 
of Mr. E!dgerton's comments thereon, 
and, as a matter of fact, the president 
has ever since that time been trying by 
hints, some of them pretty broad, to 
educate Mr. Edgerton up to the resigna- 
tion point. 


"Yesterday the president of the ^vil 
service commission happened to be at 
the White House and the president 
asked him to resign, in order that Mr. 
Thompson might be uondnated to fill 
the vacancy. 


Mr. Edgerton intends to write a letter 
to the president in a day or two, 
acknowledging his removal and giving 
expressions of his opinion of the presi- 
pent's course in the matter. 
He is very 
indignant 
at the whole aflSsir, and 
makes no secret of his feelings. 
He 
does not like Mr. Thompson any more 
than he likes President Cleveland and 
his administration of the civil service 
law. He said to-day that his removal 
was mainly to make room for an incom- 
petent man who had done more, than 
any other to load his department (the 
treasury department) down with unre- 
consiracted rebels. 
He said that the 
pesident had requested him to resign in 
(H^er that his design might be carried 
out, and his reply was that he declined 
to be a party to any scheme for forcing 
an inoomprtmt commissioner on a new 
administration.

One ci these biUs was the bill of 
Senator Griffith, giving cities authority 
to construct levees, and the other was 
Senator ^rrds bill legalizing the records 
of circuit and superior courts. Mr, 
Willard's bill limiting begmasts to char- 
itable or religious purposes to one 
fourth of the estate was passed, and the 
bill by Mr. Davis, amending the fish 
law, was also advanced half way to en 
actment. 


The remainder of the morning was 
devoted to bills on second reading, four 
of whidi w«:e disposed of. Mr. Oppen 
heim's bill providing for the examina- 
tion of school teachers in cities of 5,000 
or over was engrossed. Mr. Kobbe's 
bill for the relief of Joel S. Dans was 
indefinitely postponed. The biU intro- 
dncied by Mr. Stanley appropriating 
mon^ to provide fire protection for the 
buildings of the reform school for boys, 
and to rebuild the laundry, whioh had 
been burned down, was made a special 
order tor consideration on Tuesday 
afternoon. Mr. Shambaugh's bill ap- 
propriating $185,000 for the erection of 
buildings for the school for feeble- 
minded children, whioh was reported 
upon favorably by the committee on 
benevolent institutions, was made 
iqiecial order lor this afternoon. The 
appropriation is large, but it is claimed 
tiiat the buildings needed can not be 
erected for less,, and that much that has 
been done will be lost unless the addi- 
tional help is granted.
